CORN STORAGE BUILDINGS 


The Glades supplementary 
feed program for cattle got a 
boost this week when the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration announced plans for 
construction of arc-rib corn 
storage buildings, six here and 
one in Pahokee, 

~The buildings will be ade- 
quate for storage of approxi- 
mately 130,000 bushels of feed 
corn. 

Three similar structures were 
built in this area last year. The 
program was announced by 
W. J. Strickland, PMA adminis- 
trator, and County Agent M. U. 
Mounts. 

Loans totaling $40,281 have 
been appoved for the project 


The money will be made avail- 
able through PMA for produ- 
cers of corn in Palm Beach 
County, because of the need of 
storage facilities. 

"Because the storing of corn 
in the Glades is proving suc- 
cessful, the seven new buildings 
are to be erected, and other 
farmers are contemplating 
erecting additional ones in the 
future," Strickland said. 

The new buildings are ex- 
pected to be ready to house 
the spring harvest of corn, 
scheduled in May and June, he 
said.

When Florida's Senior Sena- 
tor discusses the overall flood 
control project he amazes en- 
gineers with his storehouse of 
details and knowledge of just 
how, where and when.and his 
grasp of the planned effect of 
each stage of its progres. 


Spessard Holland outlined a 
four point program of procedure 
way back yonder, told the Sen- 
ate Committee about it, told the 
engineers about it and received 
the acquiescent approval of the 
public generally for its per- 
spective analysis. 

Spessard has kept telling the 
engineers about that program, 
too, when some  pedagogical 
mind strayed from the path. 

The landowners of the South 
Florida Conservancy District, 
by resolution at their regular 
meeting have asked our Senator 
to remind the engineers again 
of the sequence and priority o? 
the scheduled work by point» 
ing out that the perimeter dill» 
around the designated “agri- 
cultural area" is very vital to ^ 
the vegetable, cattle and sugar 
industry of the muck lands. 

Now that L-8 has been let 
under a tight schedule for fin- 
ishing, the landowners pointed 
out that L-7, which begins 
south of West Palm Beach Ca- 
nal and reaches to the Hillsboro 
is vital to prevent water from 
spreading westward, after it is 
funneled across the West Palm 
canal and jeopardizing the land 
alqng the dast shore of the 
Lake south of the WPB Canal. 

Also, the dikes designated 
L-1 to L-6 inclusive beginning 
at the Moore Haven end and 
running eastward and south- 
ward along the Miami: Canal 
to the County line, and then 
eastward to the North New 
River and northeastward up to 
Hillsboro; will encircle the Ag- 
rieultural Area and protect it 
from waters off the high lands. 

There is a group of pumps 
designed for the West Palm 
Beach Canal to assist in getting 
rid of the water that comes 
down from the high pine lands 
south of the St. Lucie Canal. 
There's some discussion among 
the professional ^ engineers 
about whether to put these 
pumps at the Lake end of the 
West Palm Canal or just east of 
Twenty Mile Bend to push the 
water over into the Conserva- 
tion Area.

Gordon Manning, Managing 
Editor of Collier's Magazine, is 
always looking for a good story, 
and when he heard about the 
treasure map he got interested. 
Next, he assigned Harvey to do 
à story for the national maga- 
zine This is the way Harvey 
started his piece: 

“The piratical ghosts of Black- 
beard, Galico Jack Rackham 
and Billy Bowlegs are stalking 
the Florida beaches these days 
luring furtive, hot-eyed citizens 
in search of one of the state's 
least publicized, but most glam- 
orous resources; buried gold and 
silver treasure." 

Odum himself doesn't do any 
treasure hunting. He practices 
law instead. But for those who 
want to hunt for treasure, Odum 
has provided the map, and has 
set up a plan for the Florida 
Council of the Blind to handle 
its sale and receive a ‚sizeable 
share of proceeds for its pro- 
gram of assisting blind persons. 

Historical lore says there are 
buried treasures in many parts 
of Florida. Odum's map shows 
these places with a red cross. 
There are some around Pensa- 
cola, in the Choctawhatchee Bay 
area, at Apalachicola, Tallahas- 
see, Cross City, Ocala, Fernan- 
dina, Plant City, Punta Gorda, 
the Florida Keys, Palm Beach, 
Fort Pierce and others. 


DR. C. F- KETTERING 
VISITS EX. STATION 


Dr. Charles F. Kettering, as- 
sociated with the Sloan Ketter- 
ing Cancer Research Founda- 
tion and formerly director of 
research for General Motors, 
and Dr. R. D. McClure, surgeon 
in chief of Henry Ford Hospital, 
visited the Everglades Experi- 
ment Station recently to discuss 
problems pertaining’ to certain 
trace element relationships in 
nutrition of blue green algae. 

While such studies sound re- 
mote from the practical, this 
study of the simple organism 
offers a direct approach to some 
of the great problems associated 
with life processes. 

Both scientists showed inter- 
est in work which is under way 
at the station on trace element 
nutrition of plants and animals. 
They felt that although consid- 
erable progress has been made 
from some standpoints, only a 
small beginning has been ef- 
fected. 

Dr. R. V. Allison met Ketter- 
ing and his party in Pahokee

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With sprinig approaching 
we're all shedding our heavier 
winter clothes and getting out 
our playclothes and summer 
apparel.

| does, you should be able to safé- 


ly lose two pounds a week - but 
remember,to lose any more is 
dangerous. About 1200 calories 
per day is about average for 
anyone on a diet. Avoid rich 
salad dressings, sugar, candies, 
cakes, pies, gravies and all fat- 
ty foods. Another thing to re- 
member when you're dieting is 
to eliminate as much salt from 
your diet as possible and by all 
means don't drínk water with 
your meals. The salt in your 
food retains the water in your 
body and adds lots of extra 
weight. When planning your 
"reducing" meals you can in- 
clude lean meats and fish, all 
green and yellow vegetables, 
whole wheat breads, very light 
desserts, lots of fresh fruits and 
fruit juices, cottage cheese and 
milk. By all means eat three 
nourishing meals a day with 
nothing in between except per- 
haps a cup of tea or a small 
piece of fruit. A great many 
housewives make the mistake 
of starving themselves and end 
up very ill or so cross and irri- 
table that the family routine is 
disrupted. For breakfast eat a 
generous serving of citrus fruit 
or a large glass of juice; you 
may have two eggs if you like 
if they are soft cooked, one 
slice of wheat toast with very 
little butter and a cup of black 
coffee. 

Lunch should be an easy job 
for you if your family is not at 
home, Either a Florida fruit or 
vegetable salad would be ideal; 
some crackers, a glass of milk 
or a cup of tea. Even though 
your family demands rich grav- 
ies and other fattening foods, 
stick to lean meat, plenty of 
vegetables and fruits for your 
own dinner Try serving some
